Sir:— 

The  Territorial  Board  of  Stock  Commi-ssioners  of  said 
'1  erritory  respectfully  beg  leave  to  tender  you  this,  their  first 
official  report,  embodying  their  Secretary's  reports  for  the  years 
18S5  and  1886.  The  Act  creating  this  Board  was  passed  by 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature.  While  its  acts,  to  a  certain 
extent,  have  been  experimental,  it  points  with  pride  to  the  re- 
sults accomplished  during  the  first  two  years  of  its  existence. 

Inspectors  of  stock  have  been  appointed  in  all  of  the 
Counties  embraced  in  the  Act,  and  such  inspectors  have  uni- 
formly performed  their  duties  in  a  pains-taking  manner,  and  the 
general*  results  have  been  beneficial,  not  only  to  the  stockmen 
in  such  Counties,  but  throughout  the  Territory. 

'I'he  Stock  Detectives  have  rendered  material  aid  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  law  and  the  capture  and  conviction  of  of- 
fenders, not  only  against  the  stock  interests  of  Montana,  hut 
in  the  general  enforcement  of  its  criminal  laws;  and  in  this 
connection  it  s'nould  be  stated  that  the  moral  effect  of  having 
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Inspectors  acting  in  various  localities  has  been  of  very  great 
benefit  in  the  way  of  the  prevention  of  crime  of  all  kinds. 
The  benefits  derived  in  this  way  from  the  system  are  almost  as 
important  as  the  direct  and  more  apparent  ones. 

Your  Board  respectfully  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
during  the  year  1885,  79,089  head  of  cattle  were  inspected,  of 
which  56,538  head  were  re-inspected  at  Minnesota  Transfer; 
that  985  strays  were  recovered  in  shipments ;  543  upon  ranges, 
and  19  persons  were  arrested.  The  strays  found  in  the  ship- 
ments were  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  owners  and  the  money 
therefor  returned  to  them  direct,  with  the  exception  of  $1,1 19.- 
25,  which  has  passed  through  the  hands  of  this  Board. 

In  1886,  119,620  head  of  cattle  were  inspected,  of  whicli 
52,723  head  were  re-inspected  at  Minnesota  Transfer;  1,659 
strays  were  recovered  in  shipments,  459  on  ranges  and  43 
persons  were  arrested.  The  strays  recovered  in  shipments 
were  sold  and  the  proceeds  therefor  returned  to  the  owners  di- 
rect, with  the  exception  of  $9,699.84,  which  has  passed  through 
the  hands  of  this  Board. 

For  convenient  reference  we  append  hereto  tables  show- 
ing the  number  of  Inspections  and  Re-Inspections ;  Strays 
Recovered  ;  Arrests  ;  Estimated  Value  of  Strays  Recovered 
and  Amount  Received  by  this  Board  for  Strays  for  the  years 
1885  and  1886,  and  the  totals  of  both  combined. 

From  these  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  system  adopted 
by  the  Board  became  more  perfect  in  its  workings,  and  that 
better  results  were  accomplished  in  1886  than  in  1885. 

This  result  is  due  largely  to  the  increased  efficiency  of  the 
force  employed,  and  a  better  understanding  of  the  intended 
scope  of  the  law.  VV^e  are  fully  satisfied  that  during  the  next 
two  years  this  efficiency  can  still  be  increased,  and  that  a  better 
understanding  of  the  operations  of  the  law  by  cattle  men  and 
the  officers  selected  to  enforce  it,  will  enable  us  or  our  success- 
ors to  accomplish  still  better  results. 

And  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  all  the  expense  con- 
nected with  this  system  has  been  i)aid  by  the  live  stock  owners ; 
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the  rest  of  the  community  not  contributing  a  dollar  to  that  end, 
and  further,  tliat  those  owning  less  than  ten  head  have  been  ex- 
empted from  taxation  for  this  purpose. 

This  system  having  been  found  beneficial  for  the  Counties 
already  embraced  in  its  ojDeration,  it  would  evidently  be  greatly 
to  the  advantage  of  all  other  Counties  containing  considerable 
numbers  of  live  stock,  to  have  the  law  so  amended  as  to  in- 
clude them. 

A   very  strong  reason  why  all  the  stock   Counties  should 

unite  in  this  matter  for  mutual  protection  is  the  fact  that  the 

presence  of  Inspectors  in  a  portion  of  them  has  had  a  marked 

and   noticeable  effect  in  driving  the  thieves  and  disreputable 

characters  into  the  other  Counties,   not  embraced  in  the  law, 

as   is  shown  by   the  large  increase   in   depredations-  in   those 

Counties.

n-yssioners  and  their  agents,  the  inspectors,  the  results  accom- 
plished, as  shown  by  the  statements  herewith  submitted  as  a 
part  of  this  report,  not  only  justify  the  wisdom  of  the  enact- 
ment, but  have  fully  equaled  the  expectations  of  its  friends. 

The  operation  of  the  law  during  this  brief  period  justifies 
us  in  believing  that  the  extension  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  to 
all  the  stock  Counties  of  the  Territory,  would  be  of  great  bene- 
fit to  them. 

The  money  received  by  the  Board  from  the  levy  of  one 
and  one-half  mills  upon  the  stock  interests  of  the  several  Coun- 
ties named,  has  been  as  follows  :

The  results  accomplished  during  1886  are  very  satisfacto- 
ry. This  is  more  especially  evident,  when  we  consider  that 
during  the  season  of  1886,  there  passed  through  the  hands  of 
the  Board  of  Stock  Commissioners,  a  total  amount  of  $9,.- 
699.84  m  jjayment  of  strays  found  in  shipments,  as  against 
$1,119.25  the  previous  year.  Of  this  $9,699.84,  $9,347.90 
were  paid  out  to  the  owners  of  the  strays,  and  the  balance, 
$35  ••94,  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  your  Board, 
the  owners  either  not  being  known  or  the  ownership  being  in 
dispute.
